TOKYO, Aug. 11 (AP).— The 
Government put Japan on a full 
economic war footing today under 
the General Mobilization Act and 
authoritative quarters declared 
that only two steps remained be- 
fore a possible actual break with 
the United States.

Kaname Wakasugi, homecoming 
Minister to the United States, that 
“the United States is prepared and 
determined to meet the worst 
eventualities.” 


Situation “Delicate.” 


The newspaper Nichi Nichi talked 

with Wakasugi in Los Angeles, by 
trans-Pacific telephone, and quot- 
ed him as saying he was on his 
way home for consultation on the 
Thailand situation, which he 
termed “delicate.” 

The two steps that would pre- 
‘cede a complete American break 
with Japan were specified by the 
newspaper Chugai, which speaks 
for big business, as a complete 
embargo and severance of con- 
sular relations. The consular 
breach would be a likely prelude 
to an end of diplomatic relations. 

For Chugai this was a new, pes- 
simistic turn in its editorial com- 
ment. For Japanese diplomacy, 
Wakasugi’s blunt delineation of 
Japanese-American relations was 
one of the sharpest outlines by a 
Japanese official in recent months. 

He pictured both the nations as 
unwilling to “start anything,” but

CRISES AT HOME 

AND ABROAD MAY

Reports Persist He Will Re- 
turn Tomorrow Because 
of Situation in Far East, 
Vichy and Lag in De- 
fense Production.

UNWILLING TO GIVE 
UP OPEN SHOP IDEA 


Defense Official. Had Said 
Government Had Plans 


Prepared to Seize Con- 
trol. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
The Federal Shipbuilding & Dry- 
dock .Co. ‘today offered its strike- 
bound shipyard at Kearny, N. J., 


to the navy “for immediate pos- 
session and operation.” The strike 
has tied up $493,000,000 in defense 
orders, 

The company’s offer, made from 
its offices in New York, followed 
disclosure by a high defense offi- 
cial in Washington that plans for 
seizure of the yard were “lying 
ready on the desk” at the Navy 
Department. 

The company sent the following 
telegram to Secretary of the Navy 
Knox: 

“In the interests of national de- 
fense we hereby offer our ship- 
yard at Kearny, N. J., to the Navy 
Department for immediate posses- 
sion and operation, The yard has 
been closed for four days by a 
strike which involves no issue but 
the maintenance of the open shop. 
We are unwilling to abandon the 
defense of the freedom of the 
American worker to choose wheth- 
er he will belong to a union or 
not. 

“We will fully co-operate with 
you in making this offer effective.” 

The telegram was signed by L. 
H. Korndorff, president of the 
company. 

The defense official who made 
the statement about plans for 
seizing the plant predicted action 
in 48 hours. 

After releasing the telegram, the 
company set forth its position in 
the following statement: 

“At midnight last Wednesday an 
unjustified strike was called at 
our shipyard at Kearny, N. J., by 
Local 16 of the Industrial Union of 
Marine and Shipbuilding Workers 
of America in violation of the un- 
ion’s recent agreement outlawing 
strikes.in our yards for a period of 
two years—a strike having for its 
sole purpose the enforcement of 
the union’s demand for a closed 
shop. 

“In our opinion the issue involved 
in this strike is of vital importance 
‘to this nation and the best inter- 
ests of all our citizens. That issue 
is whether the American worker 
shall be permitted to retain his 
traditional freedom of action and 
be allowed to determine for him- 
self whether or not he shall belong 
to a labor union. 

Foresees Other Steps. 

“In our judgment no union 
should be permitted to use the 
present national emergency as a 
club to attain its own selfish ends 
through forcing industry to accept 
the closed shop. If the union is 
successful in this instance, a sim- 
ilar contest is almost certain to 
follow in all other Atlantic coast 
shipyards soon spreadi:.. to de- 
fense industries in general. 

“The closed s’> has no legiti- 
mate conection with national] de- 
fense. Its aim is purely selfish 
—namely, to enhance and perpetu- 
to the power of theunion. 

“Furthermore, we believe that 
wright on the part of the union 
to dictate that an employe shall 
not be permitted to work in our 
shipyard unless he maintains his 
union membership in good stand- 
ing will seriously interfere with 
our efficient operations of the 
yard and with a successful fulfill-

MOSCOW, Aug. 11 (AP).—So- 
viet cavalry under the famed

line dispatch in Pravda reported 
today. 

Riding swiftly to the 
sectors, the cavalrymen dismount 
to fight as infantrymen, the ac- 
count said. 

One cavalry regiment was re- 
ported to have covered in 18 hours 
a distance which would have taken 
infantry three days. 
unit made a surprise attack on 
village “Q” and routed a German 
force after a two-hour battle, the 
dispatch said. 

While the Red army was re- 
ported holding firm along the cen- 
tral battle front, officials acknowl- 
edged that defense linese at the 
north and south flanks were drawn 
back nearer Leningrad and dgeper 
into the Ukraine.

Battle South of Leningrad. 

The Russians also reported fight- 
ing yesterday in another new sec- 
tor, near Soltsi, directly south of 
Leningrad and 70 miles east of 
the Estonian frontier. 

(Observers in London said there 
was information that the Germans 
were making substantial progress 
southeast toward the Black Sea 
port of Odessa, and on beyond 
Uman in an effort to pinch off 
most of the Ukraine before the 
September rains. Some quarters 
in London said the German push 
might have crossed the Dnieper 
River, which the Germans report- 
ed having reached beyond Uman 
last week.) 

Russian front line forces were 
reported to have been bolstered 
by growing forces of the peoples’ 
army called to arms by Premier 
Joseph Stalin July 3.

SMOLENSK, Russia (by tele- 
phone to Berlin), Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Smolensk, once stately Russian 
city on the banks of the Upper 
Dnieper, has taken its place among 
the communities erased by the 
war.

Factories Burned Out. 


A ceaseless stream of German 
trucks rolled past the blackened 
chimneys of burned-out factories 
and homes and past the shells of 
the few houses which still. stood 
precariously amidst the devas- 
tation. 

Asked how much of Smolensk 
was destroyed, a German officer 
estimated 90 per cent. He assert- 
ed most of the damage was caused 
by withdrawing Russian troops 
carrying out Premier Joseph Stal- 
in’s orders to “scorch the earth in 
the face of the enemy.”

—Richard Whitney, who lost $11,- 
000,000 in Wall street, left prison 
today, after making a profit of 
$181.01 in 40 months in Sing Sing. 


The 53-year-old former president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 


paroled after serving three years 
and four months of a five-to-10- 


year sentence for stealing $214,000 
from client brokerage accounts, 
was met by his brother, George, in 
‘a chauffeur-driven limousine. 

Whitney greeted his brother, a 
J. P. Morgan partner who ad- 
vanced $2,600,000 of his own for- 
tune in a vain attempt to save 
Whitney’s firm frgm bankruptcy 
in’ 1938, with a silent handclasp. 
Neither spoke until the big car 
pulled away from the prison to 
carry Whitney to the Barnstable 
(Mass.) dairy farm which he will 
superintend. 

“What a Beautiful Day.” 

As he emerged from the prison, 
wearing a slightly baggy gray suit 
and gray hat and squinting uncer- 
tainly in the bright sunlight, Whit- 
ney’s pallid, heavy face lit with a 
smile.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo., 
Aug. 11 (AP).—The Sixth Division 
rolled out of Fort Leonard Wood 
in two truck columns today, head- 
ed for the war games in Arkansas 
and Louisiana. 

The men were up before dawn, 
had a quick breakfast and got 
aboard with full packs and rifles. 
Red arm bands designated the 
15,000 officers and men as part of 
the Second Army “Red” troops 
which will oppose the Third Army 
“Blue” forces. 

It was nearly 11 a. m. before the 
last truck cleared this post.: 

One column headed for a night’s 
camp at Willow Springs, Mo. The 
other will stop at Birch Tree. 

Tomorrow the men will proceed 
on foot, one group on to West 
Plains, the other to Thomasville.

effect that failure to pass some 
extension would have on Ameri- 
can foreign relations. 


Refers to Newspapers. 


On ‘the general question of 
whether the present dangers to 
the United States warranted some 
extension, he said a reading of 
newspaper headlines should em- 
phasize that dangers do exist. 

Told that some members of Con- 
gress appear to be unaware of 
these dangers, Hull replied that 
that seemed to be the matter also 
with the country.

Kaiser’s wife, Mrs. Gertrude 
Kaiser, also said he had been jin 
a nervous condition. They had 
been on a river excursion boat 
Friday night, she said, and she 
asked Kaiser what was the mat- 
ter. He replied, she said, that he 
was just tired. 

Police questioning of Kaiser’s 
relatives and associates failed to 
disclose a reason why anyone 
should wish him dead. Robbery 
was apparently not a motive, as 
$7 in Kaiser’s wallet and two rings 
were not taken. 

Not Shot From Outside, 

Kaiser’s body was found on the 
floor between stacks of paint pots 
and machinery. A .38caliber bul- 
let, which entered the right side 
of his chest, was found lodged un- 
der the right shoulder blade. No 
weapon w. . found, and there was 
no powder burn on the dead man’s 
shirt. 

Police discounted the possibility 
that Kaiser could have been shot 
by a person outside the building. 
The body was in range of only 
one window. This was closed and 
its glass intact. There were no 
marks “to indicate that Kaiser 
moved from the place where he 
was shot.

LOANS OFFERED. 
LOW-PAY GROUPS 
FOR OAL BY TON 


Episcopal Community 
Center Trying to Save 
Families Increased Cost 
of Basket Fuel. 


A plan to help low-inceme fam- 
liies on the near North Side save 
money through buying their coal 
by the ton now, rather than by 
the basket in winter time, has been 
inaugurated by thegMothers’ Club 
of Grace Hill House, an Episco, 
pal community center at 2600 Had- 
ley street. 

The club has obtiined assur- 
ances from several small coal 
aealers in the neighborhood that 
they will give small discounts on 
coal bought from them through 
t.2 club. 

But the principal saving will be 


derived from the fact that the coal 
is bought by the ton, rather than 
in basket lots, and that it is 
bought now, before the price goes 
up for the winter. 

Miss Dorothy May Fischer, di- 
rector of adult education at the 
community center, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
savings may amount to as much 
as $5.50 a ton. She said that last 
year some residents paid as much 
as $4 a ton more than ordinary 
prices for their coal because they 
bought it by the basket. She esti- 
mated that the price per ton now 
i. about $1 less now than it will 
be in winter, anc she thought the 
discount may bring about an ad- 
ditional saving of perhaps 50 
cents. 

To help residents of the neigh- 
borhood buy the coal now, the com- 
munity center is offering them the 
facilities of its credit union. Un- 
der ordinary circumstances a person 
must hold at least one $5 share in 
the credit union to obtain a loan, 
but for the purposes of coal buy- 
ing, Miss Fischer said, the union 
will allow residents who seem to be 
a good risk to borrow the $5 to 
obtain the share. They will then 
be able, if they qualify, to obtain 
a loan for coal. 

Several orders have already been 
placed through the Mothers’ Club, 
Miss Fischer said. 

“It’s largely a matter of educa- 
tion,” she added, “trying to explain 
to the people of our community 
that they can make definite sav- 
ings. We are just trying to help 
ourselves and also help our commu- 
nity.”

Approval of a miscellaneous State 
departmental relief claim, refund 
and deficiency appropriation bill 
today by Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, 
after he had vetoed $165,720 in the 
$4,961,621 total for the bill as 
passed by the 1941 Legislature, 
cleared the last of the biennial fund 


| bills from the Governor's desk and 


brought his vetoes of legislative 
appropriations to a total of $963,620. 

These vetoes reduced the $250,- 
215,655 record total of all appropri- 
ation bills as passed by the Legis- 
lature to $249,252,035 approved by 
_the Governor for operation of the 
| State government, from all sources 
of funds, during the biennial pe- 
riod of 1941 and 1942. 
| The approved appropriations 
represent an increase of $17,860,- 
554 over the $231,391,481 appropri- 
_ated by the 1939 Legislature for 
| the 1939-1940 biennial period. This

Items Vetoed. 


In disposing of the final bill to- 
day, the Governor vetoed these 
items: 

A fund of $50,000 for a State 
governmental survey, for which 
the Legislature failed to pass the 
necessary enabling legislation. 

An item of $30,000 to be charged 
against State highway funds, to 
advertise Missouri and promote 
travel in the State, vetoed because 
of ambiguity of the section and 
the fact it would involve use of 
road funds for purposes not author- 
ized by the Constitution.. 

An item of $50,000 for the State 
Board of Managers of Eleemosyn- 
ary Institutions, to be used in con- 
nection with Federal WPA funds 
to further projects at the eleemo- 
synary institutions, vetoed because 
other funds approved were suf- 
ficient for the requirements. 

$10,000 Grant Eliminated. 

The Governor vetoed two minor 
deficiency items and a proposed 
grant of $10,000 to Miss Marie 
Eaton of St. Louis for services 
rendered in connection with the 
estate of the late Hugh W. Thom- 
asson, St. Louis capitalist, who be- 
queathed the bulk of his $800,000 
éstate to the State public schools. 
Miss Eaton formerly was secretary 
to an attorney for Thomasson. 
The Governor said the evidence 
did not establish that an agree- 
ment had been made to pay Miss 
Eaton any sum in addition to 
what she already. had been paid 
and that the proposed $10,000 pay- 
ment was not authorized by the 
Constitution. 

The Governor approved 10 bills 
and vetoed four others today in 
all, bringing him within one bill 
of final disposition of the 209 
measures passed by the Legisla- 
ture. 

The remaining bill, granting ex- 
emption from State fees for motor 
busses and trucks operating from 
another state into a Missouri bor- 
der city and its suburban zone, is 
known as the “border city exemp- 
tion bill.” The Governor has until 
midnight tonight to dispose of this 
bill, to keep within the time limit 


of 30 days after adjournment of 
the Legislature last July 12. 

| The bills signed by the Governor 
today included: 


| Creating a St. Louis County Law | 
Department, made up of a county | 


counselor at a salary of $6500 a 
year; two assistants, one at $3600 a 
year, and the other at $3000 a year, 
and providing for furnishing the 
counselor with office quarters, an 
adequate law library and such 
stenographic assistance as may be 
necessary. Under present law, the 
county counselor receives a salary 
fixed by the County Court, not to 
exceed $3000 a year, and has no 
assistants. 
School Superintendents. 

Increasing the salary of the 
county school superintendents, on 
a graduated scale, varying from 
$375 a year in counties of less 
than 7000 population, up to $795 
& year in counties of more than 
70,000 population, by designating 
the county superintendent as su- 
pervisor of schoo] transportation, 
to inspect school busses. The sal- 
ary increase is allowed for the ad- 
ditional duties. 

Authorizing the county boards 
of equailzation in St. Louis County 
and Jackson County to continue in 
session for such time as may be 
necessary to hear appeals from 
property assessments. Under the 
present law the boards must ad- 
journ on the Saturday after the 
first Monday of April. 

The four bills vetoed by the 
Governor were as follows: Provid- 
ing for establishment of a State 
Negro industrial and agricultural 
school at a site to be selected in 
Southeast Missouri. The bill was 
disapproved on the ground the 
proposed instruction could be given 
with more benefit to more students 
through the Negro high schools. 
The Governor estimated establish- 
ment of the school would have re- 
quired more than $350,000. 

Jurisdiction to U. 8S. 

Granting the United States Gov- 
ernment exclusive jurisdiction over 
land acquired in Missouri for 
courthouses, postoffices, arsenals 
and military purposes. 

Prohibiting sale by employers to 
their employes of merchandise not 
manufactured by the employer or 
not handled by him as a regular 
part of his business. 

Placing the Sheriff of Jackson 
County on the Jackson County 
Parole Board and allowing him 
$1500 a year for service on the 
board,

Mobilization Order. 

In deciding today to invoke full 
provisions of the general mobiliza- 
tion act, a measure parallel] in an 
economic sense to military mobil- 
ization, the Konoye Government 
took full regulatory charge of Jap- 
anese economy. The measure 
especially covers control of the 
stock exchange and marine trans- 
portation. 

(The mobilization act, which 
went into effect in May, 1938, gave 
the Government unlimited power 
to draft Japan’s manpower and 
economic resources in a war emer- 
gency. 

(Eleven of the law’s 30 articles 
and three of its 20 provisions 
stipulating punishments were _ in- 
voked at the outset and others 
have been invoked from time to 
time.) 

Domei news agency quoted offi- 
cial quarters as denouncing re- 
ports in the British press that 
Japan had made important de- 
mands on Russia in the Far East. 
(Thus it joined Russia in a simi- 
lar denial.) 

The quarters quoted said the re- 
ports evidently were aimed at 
turning Japanese attention north- 
ward (i. e., toward Viadivostok 
and Siberia) thereby helping to 
“consolidate British ambitions in 
the South Pacific.” 


Hull Says Any Settlement Must 
Be All Inclusive. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Settlement of differences between 
the United States and Japan, Sec- 
retary of State Hull said today, 
must include all the fundamental 
questions involved in the present 

conflict of policies. 

There is no basis, Hull also told 
his press conference, for a report 
that the United States had offered 
a plan of settlement involving cer- 
tain concessions to Japan if the 
Japanese would withdraw from 
the Axis. 

Hull added that if the United 
States took up anything with Japan 
regarding a genera] settlement, it 
would be based on all the funda- 
mentals and principles which this 
country had enunciated over the 
last few years. 


Dutch Reported Told to Leave 
Shanghai at Once. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
The Tokyo radio in a broadcast 
heard here yesterday said the 
Dutch Consul General in Shang- 
hai has asked all Dutch Nationals 
to leave without delay and that 
the Swiss Minister in Tokyo, who 
is handling Dutch interests, has 
issued a similar request to Dutch 
Nationals in Japan. 


SINGAPORE, Aug. 11 (AP).— 
Japanese Nationals are leaving 
Singapore by train for Bangkok 
and a request was reported today 
to have been made to the Japanese 
Government for a ship to take 
about 300 others. 

The exodus was ascribed to the 
closing of Japanese businesses and 
cuts in the staffs of big Japanese 
firms as a result of British credit- 
freezing actions. | 


SMOLENSK IN RUINS, 
HELD BY GERMANS, 


REPORTER FINDS 
Continued From Page One. 


a month ago have remained among 
the ruins. 

German soldiers swarmed over 
the entire scene, cleaning up and 
bringing about order so that the 
Nazi war machine may operate 
efficiently in the tnrust on to 
the East. The soldiers have little 
time for the problems of the civil- 
ians and pay little attention to 
them. 


Gunfire East of City. 


The front has moved on east a 
few kilometers in the direction of 
Moscow. Artillery rumbles in the 
east. Planes roar overhead, some 
of them bombers operating from 
airdromes which the Germans say 
they took over almost intact after 
Russian withdrawals. 


The front, at segments where I 
approached, seemed quiet. It was 
explained, however, that such an 
appearance might be deceptive; 
that strategic considerations at 
any one moment might require 
troops to the right or left to thrust 
forward; that even in a blitz war 
on a front spread across a con- 
tinent every soldier isn’t on the 
move every minute. 


The Germans said many of the 
men would be overhauling equip- 
ment, catching their breath, or 
even washing socks in the Dnieper, 
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and uncounted thousands were on 
dusty highways, along railroads 
and in the air bringing up sup- 
plies which modern warfare uses 
at a terrific rate. 


Some Villages Untouched. 

A hundred miles of travel in 
this combat .~zone—much of it in 
a German military transport 
p-ane—revealed that Stalin’s 
scorched earth program was only 
partly successful here. 

Minsk and Vitebsk, over which 
the plane flew low, appeared des- 
olate—but not to the extent of 
Smolensk. 


In between, however, hundreds 
cf straw-thatched villages, dark 
spots in a yellow countryside, for 
the most part seemed untouched. 
Th. war apparently had swept 
past them, dealing the more de- 
structive blows to the larger com- 
munities. 


Here and there could be seen 
the blackened ruins of villages. In 
one case a whole community of 
about 60 houses was burning brisk- 
ly as we flew over, Even in such 
cases, however, villagers remained 
nearby. 


Grain Being Harvested. 


Between these villages stretched 
rye and wheat fields gleaming 
golden in the sun. The crops were 
not destroyed. They were too green 
to burn at the time the Russians 
withdrew from the Smolensk 
area. Now much of the grain has 
been harvested. Large numbers of 
persons were se.n at work in the 
fields—many of them women, bare- 
foot, brown and husky—who toiled 
on, paying little heed to soldiers 
or the war. 


There may be grain enough to 
feed most of the rural population 
if it is harvested. 


What the thousands of town 
dwellers are going to do when the 
bitter Russian winter descends 
on their roofless, windowless and 
even wall-less homes, no one can 
tell. The black chimneys standing 
among the ashes will not be much 
protection against such blizzards 
as sweep over these rolling steppes. 


Civilian organizations are spring- 
ing up to do what they can to re- 
lieve what is sure to be agoriiz- 
ing distress. But today the hun- 
dreds of ragged children playing 
among these ruins in Smolensk do 
not realize what is to come, 


First Mass Said in Years. 


This Monday in Smolensk is a 
great day for the Orthodox Cath- 
olics who still are talking about 
the mass read yesterday in the 
white and gold cathedral on the 
hill. The ornate old structure was 
almost undamaged and it now 
bristles with signs in German say- 
ing it is “verboten” to steal sacred 
objects. 


The Germans say yesterday’s 
was the first public mass Smolensk 
could remember in the last 21 
years. I saw some hundreds of 
worshipers, some of their eyes dim 
as they heard a stonemason read 
the mass. That is, he had been 
a mason under Soviet rule; under 
the Czar he had been a priest. Yes- 
terday this man, Serge Ivanoff 
Luzkyn, laid aside his trowel and 
resumed the orders of his priest- 
hood. 


A big sign in Russian still on 
the front of the church describes 
it as an anti-religious museum. 


Visit to Nazi Commander. 

I found the German commander 
of Smolensk sitting with his offi- 
cers in what had been the direc- 
tors’ room of a savings bank. He 
was eating a thick soup while 
many flies buzzed about his head. 

“Come in,” he said jovially, or- 
dering more soup. 

“The flies, my friend, belong to 
this scene. They were here during 
the World War and they have been 
here every day since, I am sure.” 


This commander must manage 
an important part of the front, 
for his troops stand on the road 
to Moscow. But he must give some 
thought also to the manifold prob- 
lems of the civilians. 

“You see, I have a city without 
electricity or transportation, with- 
out water or a railway—almost a 
city without roofs,” he said, 

Flowers Among Flies. 

There were tiger lilies and sweet 
peas on a table among the flies 
and a soldier was taking up the 
sign: “Officers Casino.” A Russian 
woman was being told that some- 
thing would have to be done about 
a cleaner table cloth.

WHEN THE PRESIDENT RETURNS 


TOMORROW 


HE President will soon be com- 
T pettes by events to do for the 

internal management of the 
war economy something like that 
which at long last he has recently 
done by means of the Wallace eco- 
nomic defense board for external 
economic affairs. He has created a 
superior policy-making committee 
of responsible officials under the 
leadership of the Vice-President, 
acting as his deputy. He cannot 
refrain much longer from setting 
up the same sort of organization to 
direct the production and distribu- 
tion both of military supplies and 
civilian necessities. 

Though much good work has 
been done and big things accom- 
plished, it would be hard to find 
anyone in Washington who does 
not believe that the present system 
ofe disconnected, overlapping and 
often conflicting departments and 
agencies, all reporting to the Pres- 
ident, is wrong and in the long 
run bound to break down. It is as 
if the President, as commander-in- 
chief, were trying to run the navy 
without a supreme naval command 
by conferring with and issuing di- 
rect orders to the captain of each 
warship—as if he were trying to 
run the army without Gen. 
Marshall and a general staff by 
means of direct orders to corps 
and division commanders. The 
complex and vital business of the 
American economy cannot 
planned and directed by the Presi- 
dent holding an unending series of 
conferences with the OPM, and 
then with Mr. Henderson’s OPACS 
and then with Secretary Morgen- 
thau and then with Chairman 
Eccles and then with Admiral Land 
and then with Secretary Ickes 
and so on and so on, This does 
not produce a policy. This does 
not produce prompt decisions, It 
produces nervous breakdowns and 
will produce an industrial break- 
down and an uncontrollable infla- 
tion.

HE events which will compel 

the President to set up a work- 
able organization are, one, that the 
tax bill and the price control bill 
are going to be delayed, snarled up 
and chewed to pieces in Congress; 
and two, that there are about to 
develop shortages so acute and 
critical that the furor about silk 
stockings and about gasoline in the 
East will seem trifling. The com- 
bined effect of real shortages, utter- 
ly inadequate powers and instru- 
ments of control, and the overlap- 
ping and conflicting policies of 
OPM and OPACS, will have such 
effects both on the defense pro- 
gram and upon civilian life that 
there will be an overwhelming de- 
mand for an organization with au- 
thority to handle the situation. 

The President will be pushed into 
doing what with foresight and wis- 
dom and political courage would 
have been done some months ago.

NDER a proper organization

Gen. Johnson — 

Objects to Judges 

Offering Proba- 
tion if Men Will 
Enter Army.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11. 

OO frequently these days the 
T press reports some judge of- 

fering probation to a convict- 
ed criminal if he will enlist in the 
army or navy. The most recent 
case which the local recruiting of- 
ficer protested vigorously was in 
Los Angeles, where the prospec- 
tive probationer was rejected at 
the recruiting office. 

This touches an important and 
many-angled subject of national 
interest. At the outset, it is plain 
that this judicial practice is al- 
together too vicious. The moral 
character of this new draft army 
is the highest ever known, It is 
an affront to the army and to ev- 
ery selectee to have this call to 
service placed by a judge on a 
level only a little less low than a 
jail sentence. 

It could be just cause for appre- 
hension of families and friends to 
think that these boys were being 
taken into an association com- 
posed, in part at least, of jail- 
sweepings or something very close 
to it. ‘Such action may not pro- 
duce an effect, but it is in the di- 
rection of an effect, to destroy the 
institution of selective service in 
America as it did in England dur- 
ing the reign of the Stuarts.

Nazis Reported Annoyed By Italian 
Claims on France at Time That 
Vichy's Aid Against Reds Is Sought 


Berlin Said to Have Delivered Warning to 
Rome to Keep Hands Off Situation, at 
Least Until It Has Cleaned Up Its Own 
Problems in Balkan Nations.

NE of the interesting sidelights 
(i the crisis in Vichy is the 
part which Italy, ostensible co- 
conqueror of the French republic, 
is playing, or rather is not play- 
ing, in its development. 

A revealing dispatch from the 
Berlin correspondent of the Jour- 
nal of Geneva more than plainly 
hints at the displeasure with 
which Italian demands on France 
are being received in the Wil- 
helmstrasse. Such claims, it says, 
are considered in well-informed 
circles in Berlin as “premature,” 
particularly in the light of Italian 
difficulties in Croatia and Greece. 

The comment in the Reich was 
provoked by an article in every 
one of the Fascist newspapers in 
Italy. The article suggested that 
the “new Europe” might be or- 
ganized without France should the 
French continue to be difficult. 
The answer in Berlin, according 
to the Journal of Geneva, was @ 
thinly veiled warning to Rome to 
keep its hands off the situation, 
at least until it had cleaned up 
its own problems in the Balkans, 
where reports tell of daily increas- 
ing disturbances. 


‘Claims Unpopular.’ 

“Since the establishment of the 
policy of Montoire (collaboration) 
all initiative towards France is in 
the hands of Germany, where Ital- 
ian claims, especially as a result 
of the campaigns in Yugoslavia 
and Greece, have become unpopu- 
lar.” The Journal said: “The limits 
of Italian influence,” especially in 
former Yugoslavia, are not yet 
clearly fixed, the newspaper added. 

German pique about the Italians 
is a logical development from the 
feeling that was aroused in Ber- 
lin when the Italians entered the 
war against France only a few 
hours before the armistice—a feel- 
ing which increased when it be- 
came necessary for the Germans 
to go to the aid of their junior 
partner during the British cam- 


paign in Africa and which appar- 
ently has not diminished since. 


Faced now with an enemy in the 
East who is fighting stubbornly 
and with apparent success against 
the previously invincible blitzkrieg, 
the Germans obviously are seek- 
ing additional allies. It explains 
some of the urgency of their ne- 
gotiations with Vichy and some of 
their annoyance at anything which 
might upset the delicate and brit- 
tle formula on which they are pro- 
ceeding. 


Like Weathercock. 


How much assistance France 
could provide in the struggle with 
Russia is an open question. Small 
groups of “volunteers” already are 
reported fighting with the German 
forces although there are indica- 
tions that with each day that So- 
viet resistance continues, French 
public opinion veers farther from 
the policy of Pierre Laval, Fer- 
nand de Brinon and Admiral Jean 
Darlan. Paris dispatches to the 
German and Swiss press alike 
quote the Nazi-controlled newspa- 
pers here as charging that French 
feeling swings like a weathercock 
with each change in the German 
prospects and that a Vichy govern- 
mental shakeup is necessary, as a 
result, to install a group which 
understands the importance of co- 
operating with the Nazi “new or- 
der.” 

Military and nava] concessions 
in North Africa would be an ob- 
vious advantage both for protec- 
tion of the Reich’s southern flank 
and for the aid of its Italian part- 
ner. Gen. Maxime Weygand’s re 
action to these proposals, as a re- 
sult, is being watched most close- 
ly in both Vichy and Berlin.

THE BATTLE FOR RUSSIA. 


While the news from Moscow indicates that the 
invading Germans are concentrating most of their 
power in the drive for Kiev and the Ukraine and a 
somewhat less determined push toward Leningrad, 
the Nazis continue to report heavy fighting on the 
central sector—the Smolensk front. 

Despite recent Russian denials, the Nazis claim 
this city—and the claim seems to be supported by 
the dispatch of an Associated Press correspondent 
who was taken on a tour of the ruins of at least a 
section of the city. With Smolensk in their hands, 
the Germans assert that “the last encircling move- 
ment on the road to Moscow” is well in progress. 

The Soviet communiques do admit that the Nazis 
have launched more than 50 attacks around this 
ancient city in the last two weeks. Whether all were 
repulsed or whether Hitler’s Marshals have finally 
won a decisive advantage, it becomes more and 
more clear that the fighting has been on so titanic 
a scale as to make this one of the most stupen- 
dous battles of history. Smolensk, more than ever, is 
a name that no historian will relegate to a footnote. 

Situated on the Dnieper, where the great river 
cuts its way through the Russian plain, Smolensk 
is one of the most ancient cities of Muscovy. Nestor 
knew it as the capital of a warlike Slavic tribe. 
The Eastern Emperors, sitting in the Byzantine twi- 
light, were even better acquainted with it—for the 
city was a great trading center on the road from 
Constantinople into the half-wild North. 

In the sixteenth century, Boris Godunov built 
a mighty fortress on its crags—a fortress that 
stood the Russians in good stead when the French 
came that way 300 years later, a fortress whose 
ruins are a reminder of the frightful cost of half- 
won victories. Napoleon also began “the last en- 
circlement on the road to Moscow” at Smolensk. 

Hampered almost from the beginning of the Rus- 
sian campaign by a lack of the famed Napoleonic 
mobility—the blitz tactics that had previously car- 
ried everything before them—the French had failed 
to prevent the juncture here of two Russian forces. 

Although these took their position beyond the 
unfordable river and behind’ Godunov’s brick— 
strong enough to stand up under field artillery fire 
—there was nothing to do but attack. On the morn- 
ing of Aug. 16, 1812, Murat and Ney, therefore, or- 
dered their buglers to signal the assault. 

During the bloody fighting, the main French 
force crossed another reach of the river and began 
to deploy across the Moscow road to the east of 
Smolensk. Napoleon’s army; however, was slow, 
and this maneuver had not been completed on the fol- 
lowing day. The Russians, having realized the folly 
of standing in direct combat against a military super- 
genius, slipped out of the city under cover of night. 

Thus the honors of the field went to Napoleon. 
But if the fate of the Russian campaign was not de- 
termined in its very conception, its doom was sealed 
The French were still to carry the 
day at Borodino, they were still to enter Moscow, 
but they had lost what was perhaps their last real 
chance to crush the Russian forces. And they had 
lost it because the Napoleonic blitz no longer blitzed. 

It is, of course, foolhardy to leap at conclusions

THE STEEL PRIORITY. 

At last the blow dreaded by thousands of manu- 
facturers, tens of thousands of retail merchants and 
millions of consumers has fallen. The Government 
has placed the production of steel under full de- 
fense priority. Army, navy and lease-lend orders 
will now have the right of way, under all circum- 
stances, over goods for civilian use. An army order 
placed today will be filled ahead of a civilian order 
placed last January. 

In practice this means a gradual shutting down 
on the manufacture of automobiles, refrigerators, 
stoves, vacuum cleaners and a host of other articles. 
Their production, in so far as we can now foresee, 
will never cease entirely. But it will be curtailed— 
and even to the vanishing point if necessary—as 
long as the steel is needed more urgently for the 
defense program. The civilian industries will have 
to take what is left in the bottom of the barrel. 

What is more, steel is not the only product which 
has been or will “be subjected to drastic priori- 
ties. The shoe ig only beginning to pinch. But if 
the pain is unpalatable, we have the comfort of 
knowing it is inevitable. The national security 
ranks first in this urgent hour for our country. 
The automobiles and refrigerators that we give up 
for our cannon are a small thing compared to the 
sacrifices the less richly endowed countries of 
Europe have been making. That is, those countries 
which have not already lost their liberty, which is 
more precious than automobiles, butter, or even life 
itself. 

Americans, by and large, realize this, and they 
are ready.to accept whatever sacrifices are necessary 
for the defense effort.. If there is one thing at which 
they can legitimately complain, it is the fact that 
the Government didn’t wake up sooner to the need 
for steel priorities. If it had not been for the com- 
placent Gano Dunn report of some months ago, in 
which the President was assured that the steel] in- 
dustry had ample capacity for both defense and 
civilian needs, despite Philip Murray’s detailed plea 
and plan for expansion of steel production facilities, 
the Government could have foreseen today’s drastic 
need and thus moved sooner. The steel shortage 
would not then have hit the country like a ton of 
bricks, and the readjustment would have been more 
orderly. 

May we hope that Washington has drawn a lesson 
from its experience with steel? That it sees the 
danger of lettings things drift? Right now we are in 
a crucial period in the matter of prices. Will the 
Government really put on the steam on price con- 
trol, or will it let the situation drift until we are 
in the midst of an irreparable inflation? 

Now is the time to persuade Congress to act, for 
the very imposition of priorities in the production 
field projects a shortage in consumer goods. And 
that will lead to a nightmare of inflation if the law 
of supply and demand is left to function freely. 
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FRANCE SINKS DEEPER. 

The latest development in France is a very regret- 
table one, but there is nothing surprising about it. 
It follows a course set a year ago. 

The French got out of the war through a separate 
peace which gave Hitler’s soldiers dominion over 
much of their once free and glorious country, includ- 
ing Paris. A Fascist Government was set up in 
control of the rest. Under Marshal Petain, the hero 
of Verdun, Vichy has worked closely with the Nazis. 
Repression of civil rights, anti-Semitism, totalitarian 
rule—one by one this alien France has taken up 
the German dictator’s inhuman methods. 

It may be argued that Vichy France did or did 
not need to yield so completely as it is now doing. 
The argument gets nowhere. France abjectly wrote 
itself off after the paralyzing break through 14 
months ago. London and Washington may as well 
write it off now.

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IS SOMETHING LACKING? 

Wearing a light green suit, a high collar and a 
green bow tie for his triumphal appearance before 
the massed assembly of Witnesses of Jehovah at the

ted, the cure might be -worse than the dis- 
ease. 

Thus, while our neighbors marshalled 
their resources toward an appraisal of the 
best means of adjustment, the United States 
stepped in with financial assistance. Around 
$125,000,000 in credits were made available 
by the Export-Import Bank to some 10 
countries to ease the exchange situation, 
and the Treasury entered into a stabiliza- 
tion fund operation to the extent of $50,- 
000,000. , 

Meanwhile, the tremendous purchasing 
power of the United States market, now 
bolstered by growing defense requirements 
for strategic and critical materials, has 
been brought into play. In 1940 we in- 
creased our purchases from Central and 
South America by $170,000,000, compared 
with 1938, and our purchases are currently 
running about 40 per cent higher than in 
1940, 


Our exports to these markets have in- 
creased at the rate of a quarter billion dol- 
lars annually compared with 1938, and if 
anything can justify confidence that a large 
part of these gains will endure, it is this 
very development of a healthier two-way 
trade. 

It would be a mistake, however, to think 
of inter-American economic co-operation as 
being restricted to financial arrangements 
or bolstering of capacity to purchase abroad. 

Beyond the area of finance, challenging 
problems have arisen in the field of phys- 
ical availability of goods. ‘ 

Capacity to purchase minimum require- 
ments is only one element in the problem. 
Bottoms to move the volume of necessary 
goods north and south is a second element. 
A third element is availability to the Amer- 
ican republics of the goods vital to them 
and obtainable only in the United States. 

There can be no challenging the urgency 
and priority of requirements for our own 
defense and that of the democracies which 
are fighting the front-line battle. However, 
hemisphere solidarity can best be furthered 
by sharing the available goods with our 
neighbors. The fact that the requirements 
of the American republics are relatively 
smal! should stimulate us to find means of 
meeting them. 
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I should like to outline briefly some of 
the machinery that has been set up to im- 
plement the inter-American program. As 
a result of the Panama conference, the 
Inter-American Financial and Economic Ad- 
vigory Committee was set up. This commit- 
tee, on which all the republics are repre- 
sented, created the Inter-American Devel- 
opment Commission to stimulate trade 
among the republics, encourage the devel- 
opment of complementary industries, and 
promote the import of non-competitive 
products into the United States, 

The proposed Inter-American Bank, the 
convention for which was signed by the 
United States and eight other American re- 
publics, will effectively complement the al- 
ready existing machinery. 

A Mérchandizing Advisory Service has 
been established to promote the sale of new 
products in this country. ; 

In the area of the more immediate de- 
fense effort, the Government has recog- 
nized the necessity of making essential 
goods available to the other American re- 
publics. An inter-American Shipping Com- 
mittee was appointed some time ago to give 
special attention to the problem of ships 
for inter-American trade. , 

Under the direction and guidance of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the Department of 
State, our Government has given leader- 
ship in the joint solution of these common 
problems, working toward a fuller imple- 
mentation of the good neighbor policy. 
Other agencies of the Government have 
given their whole-hearted support to the 
carrying out of this program,

ner in which the Germans put so 
much trust in tanks that it was 
their undoing in this particular 
instance,” he said. “They sent 
about 450 tanks into rapid move- 
ment and we allowed them to go 
as far as they wanted to. Then 
we cut off their supply line and 
prevented fuel from reaching them. 
The Germans ran out of gas and 
couldn’t go forward or _ retreat. 
They dug their tanks as deep into 
the ground as they could. Most 
of them dug down so deep that 
only the turrets were above ground. 
We let them alone for a while and 
then they began firing at us. 
“Instead of returning their fire, 
we sent out aviation over the 450 
tanks and blasted every one of 
them out of the ground. 


Not a Tank Returned. 


“Not a single tank returned to 
the German lines.” 

Slavin said another time he wit- 
nessed a German attempt to take 
a Russian position with infantry 
carrying machine-guns, 

“Ten or 12 large tanks came 
toward us and when within range 
of our trenches suddenly turned 
parallel. The tanks were traveling 
at about 70 kilometers an hour 
(about 44 m. p. h.) and at first 
we couldn’t figure out what the 
Germans were up to. Then we 
saw infantry men jumping off fast- 
moving tanks with machine guns. 
After emptying the tanks of in- 
fantrymen they returned to Ger- 
man lines at a fast rate of speed. 
“We expected the Germans lying 
of the ground with machine-guns 
to open fire on our position, but 
when we sent a patrol out to in- 
vestigate, we found that almost 
every German was injured in some 
way or else his machine-gun had 
become disabled. 

“Some of the German prisoners 
we took told us they had been or- 
dered to jump off the tanks while 
going 70 kilometers an hour and 
they weren’t able to survive the 
shock of the fall. Most of them 
had broken arms and legs or brain 
concussions.”

can’t serve his country there is 
little merit in the supposed cor- 
rective value of our penal system. 

Some of these ex-bad-boys have 
done marvelous military exploits.

It is 
tradition, at least, that a goodly 
number of the sailors of Colum- 
bus on the first discovery voyage 
were ex-convicts, if not worse. 

With, perhaps, some idea of the 
presence of such characters in 
both the Legion and the crews of 
the Nina, the Pinta and t:.e Santa 
Maria, the discipline was brutal. 
It is no condition to be encouraged 
at any time, but there is a_ real 
caus: to question the automatic 
exclusion of any end all ex-con- 
victs on the ground of moral un- 
fitness. 


Evasion of the Draft. 


In the hope of not being misun- 
derstood, let me repeat that these 
considerations do not apply to the 
apparently growing practice of 
judicial offerings to suspend or 
withhold punishment for crime if 
the convict will promptly enlist. 
In addition to the other reasons 
here given, that practice could ac- 
tually encourage the commission 
of minor crimes to escape the 
draft. That is not far-fetched. 
There are authenticated cases of 
men having their principal teeth 
extracted or otherwise maiming 
themselves to be rendered physi- 
cally unfit. It is not hard to im- 
agine a mind with that kind of 
fear or abhorrence of military 
service practicing a mild larceny, 
robbery or arson, expecting a short 
sentence for the first offense in 
place of an indeterminate hitch 
in the army or navy. 

I have actually seen that hap- 
pen, too, in slightly different cir- 
cumstances. An otherwise model 
soldier who felt, for some private 
reason, that he must have his dis- 
charge and couldn’t purchase it, 
committed about the worst mili- 
tary offense—direct disobedience 
of orders—expecting a light sen- 
tence and discharge. He got ten 
years. This is a very serious sub- 
ject.

RENTS IN FORT WOOD 
AREA 31 PCT. RIGHER 


WPA Survey Figures Put Dis- 
trict Among Highest in 
Entire U. S.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Due 
to the defense boom resulting from 
construction of nearby Fort Leon- 
ard Wood, rentals at Rolla, Mo., 
have increased 31 per cent in a 
year, putting that area among the 
highest in the whole country, it 
was shown by a WPA survey 
made public here today. 

The average increase for each 
unit at Rolla was $6.10 between 
March of 1940 and March of 1941. 
Comparatively few cities showed a 
bigger boost as a result of a de- 
fense boom. At Starke, Fla., how- 
ever, near Camp Blanding, the in- 
crease per unit was $13.20, which 
was 101 per cent. At Leesville, 
La., rents were raised 109 per cent, 
or an average of $12.70 a unit. 

In making public the survey of 
58 communities, Howard Hunter, 
head of WPA, pointed out the seri- 
ous housing shortage developing 
or already acute in Many areas. 
The average vacancy rate in 90 
per cent of all defense areas was 
below 5 per cent, which is normal. 
In two out of every five of the 
areas surveyed the situation was 
considered “critical.” 

The gross vacancy rate {in St. 
Louis was listed at 5.3 and the 
average “habitable rental vacancy 
rate” at 4.2. For the St. Charles 
area, where the Weldon ‘Spring 
munition plant has caused a boom, 
the gross vacancy rate was 3.8 and 
the habitable rental vacancy rate 
2.1. For Kansas City the figures 
were 4.1 and 2.5; for Independence, 
1.9 and 1.2; for East St. Louis, 1.3 
and 0.8, and for East Alton, 13 
and 0.6. 

More than half of the 58 com- 
munities showed increases for 
more than 30 per cent of their 
rental dwellings, and in half of 
the communities the average in- 
creases were more than 20 per 
cent over the rents paid in March, 
1940, the WPA said. 

The Commerce Department pre- 
dicted today that new construc- 
tion, boomed by defense plant 
building, would total $10,200,000,000 
this year ,compared with $6,850,- 
000,000 in 1940. It estimated that 
1941 private construction would 
total $4,900,000,000 and public con- 
struction $5,300,000,000, compared 
with $4,183,000,000 and $2,667,000,- 
000, respectively, last year. 

“It now seems apparent,” the de- 
partment said in making public 
the estimates, “that possibly be- 
fore the end on 1941 and certainly 
in 1942 shortages of construction 
materials, particularly metals and 
metal products, will become a se- 
rious problem. The institution of 
priorities because of these short- 
ages will tend te concentrate con- 
struction activity in fields essen- 
tial to defense, including defense 
housing.” 


W. H. NEWTON, SECRETARY 
TO PRESIDENT HOOVER, DIES 


Former Congressman Succumbs 
at 58 at Home in Min- 
neapolis. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 11 (AP). 
—Walter H. Newton, secretary to 
Herbert Hoover when he was Pres- 
ident, died at his home here yes- 
terday after a brief illness. He was 
58 years old. 

Mr. Newton was serving his 
sixth term as Congressman when 
he resigned to become secretary to 
Hoover. In 1933 he was appointed 
a member of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank board and a year later 
came here to resume law practice.

Means End of 
Old Routines

HEN the baby comes, space 

must be made for him in the 

house, and in the hearts and 
minds, of his parents. He is a 
person, and his presence is bound 
to be felt, and heard, in the house 
and it is only good sense to pre- 
pare for the changes his presence 
demands. 

He will break up old routines. 
His father and mother will not be 
able to go out evenings footloose 
and free, to return when they 
wish. Somebody must stay with 
the baby and for the early months 
that must be his mother. By and 
by arrangements can be made to 
free some evenings for the parents 
but in the beginning they have to 
make up their minds to stand by 
because there is nobody on earth 
who can take their places at this 
time with complete satisfaction to 
all concerned. 

The baby will need a place to 
sleep. He will have to have space 
to play. In the first days he sleeps 
well in a clothes basket arranged 
for his tomfort but before long he 
will need a crib and a place for 
it. If it can stand in a room of 
its own, adjoining the mother’s 
room, it’s pérfect. If not, one 
does the best he can cheerfully. 

His first playdays have to be 
spent in the home, on a rug, and 
that means space on the floor 
must be kept for him. If that 
means upsetting the living room it 
cannot be helped. Play is the 
business of the child and it must 
go forward under the best possible 
conditions and the tidiness of the 
house is secondary. That may 
hurt a bit but it is one of the 
adjustments that must be made. 
You cannot have a third person 
in the house and not make way 
for him,

is reaching for everything in sight. 
Lamps are his favorites. He tugs 
at the electric light cords and over 
goes the lamp.

The lyrics of “Chester” have long 
since been forgotten; but in the 
days of our genesis as a nation, 
they were on the lips of every 
colonist. 

‘The first native writer of music 
in the United States was William 
Billings, whose life covered the 
last half of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

Though without musical or liter- 
ary education, Billings was a 
genius if ever there was one; cer- 
tainly, he was a diamond in the 
rough. 

As was to be expected, his 
themes were religion and patriot- 
ism; he wrote psalm tunes, an- 
thems and soldier’s ditties; he was 
a, tremendous success, his compo- 
sitions being committeed to mem- 
ory and sung throught the col- 
onies, 

It has been said of Billings, as 
it has been said of many of his 
successors, that he was an awk- 
ward harmonist, a worse contrap- 
untist, his technique was deficient 
and his consecutive fifths were 
out of joint, his progressions of 
octaves were illogical and his 
chords and harmonies jumbled to- 
gether without order; but the man 
in the street loved his works. 

Billings’ most stirring and most 
popular song was “Chester’—it 
would be interesting to hear a 
modern jazzed version—a combina- 
tion of fervid patriotism and re- 
ligious. enthusiasm—a hint of 
whose power may be gleamed 
from this typical stanza:

Three tablespoons butter, one 
clove garlic, four tablespoons flour, 
one cup milk, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, few grains pepper, one- 
half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one-fourth cup dry bread- 
crumbs, six and a half ounce tin 
crabmeat (one and two-thirds cups 
flaked crabmeat), one-half cup dry 
breadcrumbs, one egg, beaten, two 
tablespoons butter, one Hard- 
cooked egg. 


Melt butter fn saucepan with 
clove of garlic which has been 
sliced into several pieces. Remove 
pieces of garlic when butter is 
melted. Blend in flour, add milk, 
stirring constantly while heating 
until sauce boils and thickens, Add 
salt, pepper and Worcestershire 
sauce to the thick white sauce. 
(There should be one and one- 
fourth cups sauce.) To one-half of 
the sauce add one-fourth: cup 
breadcrumbs and crabmeat from 
which cartilage has been removed. 


Mix well, cover tightly, and put 
in refrigerator to chill. When 
thoroughly chilled shape the mix- 
ture into seven patties, dip patties 
into, breadcrumbs, beaten egg, and 
again in crumbs.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11. 


T’S an ill wind, indeed, that 
| bows nobody good. The wind, 

which was removed from the 
sails of the yachting world by the 
depression, has been returned— 
“in gale force—by world war No. 2. 

It took nothing less dramatic 
and drastic than a war to provide 
a yachting market once more, aft- 
er one of the most terrible dol- 
drams in which the sport has 
ever been becalmed, 


But it is symptomatic of the 
world in which we live that it is 
not the rich who are buying yachts 
once more: It is the rich who are 
selling them and selling to the 
only prospects rich enough to af- 


‘ford yachts—the governments of 


the United States, Canada and 
Great Britain. 

Indeed, by the time the United 
States Government awoke to the 
seriousness of the shipping situa- 
tion and determined to augment 
its coast guard and similar serv- 
ices through the purchases of pri- 
vately owned yachts, the Canadian 
and British governments already 
had a year’s head start. These two 
governments removed many plums 
from the market—plums that un- 
til the outbreak of the war were 
definitely rated as prunes. 

Many of the largest and most 
luxurious yachts afloat have long 
since been turned into sleek, swift 
war craft, their sparkling white 
hulls painted a dingy war-gray. In 
every instance, the governments 
of the democracies have bought 
them for a fraction of their cost. 
In many instances, no more than 
a token payment exchanged hands. 


Even the Czar of all the Rus- 
sians in the hey-day of the czars 
never made.a more munificent or 
princely gesture than that of the 
St. Louis pharmaceutical magnate, 
Gerard B. Lambert, who presented 
his private armada of yachts as a 
gift to the American and British 
Governments. 

Two of his fast. ocean-going 
flotilla have been given by Lam- 
bert to the United States Coast 
Guard Academy in New London, 
Conn. They are the Utilitie and 
the Atlantic, both equally famous 
in yaching circles. 

The third and most famous of 
all, the old Yankee, often con- 
tender, runner-up and tuner-up for

the America’s Cup Races, was 
broken up on instructions from 
Lambert. The money thus ob- 
tained from her salvage was pre- 
sented to the British Government 
to build a fighting Spitfire plane. 
One of the largest and most 
famous yachts afloat, J. P. Mor- 
gan’s swift, ocean-going Corsair, 
on which he was wont to cruise 
the Mediterranean with the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in better 
days, is now under British regis- 
try, refitted for service as a war 
vessel. ) 


It is only a matter of days since 
Morgan quietly presented the beau- 
tiful and luxurious furnishings of 
the Corsair, whose shining black 
hull was an exception to the white 
rule, to Bundles for Britain. .The 
fittings are to be sold at auction 
by this organization, and _ the 
money used to further its war re- 
lief work. 


Two equally large and luxurious 
yachts, the Alder and the Hi-Es- 
miro, which used to roam the 
seven seas in happier times, are 
now the property of the United 
States navy. The first has been 
rechristened the U. S..S, St. James 
and the second the VU. 8S. 8. Ni- 
agara. 

The Alder was for many years 
the property of Mrs. William Boyce 
Thompson, widow of the famous 
mining engineer and mother-in-law 
of dashing Tony J. Drexel Biddle 
Jr., former American Ambassador 
to Poland and now American Am- 
bassador to the numerous govern- 
ments-in-exile in London, 

The Hi-Esmaro, which was built 
just about the time the depression 
hit the nation, was owned by H. 
Edward Manville, head of the great 
asbestos firm, 


These three vessels, the Corsair, 
Alder and Hi-Esmaro, were among 
the finest private yachts afloat. 
Like Vincent Astor’s Nourmahal, 
each required a crew of at least 50 
men. Only financiers such as Mor- 
gan, Astor and Manville and a 
woman of multimiillions such as 
Mrs, Thompson could keep such 
yachts in commission in a day 
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Palatial Boats — Instead They Are 
Them to America 
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when a sailor’s wages are three 
and four times what they were at 
the turn of the century. 

During the.decade just ended, 
yachting—the most costly sport in 
the world—has simply outdis- 
tanced the means of even New 
York’s most affluent men and 
women, 

Fifty years ago, such palatial 
yachts were not uncommon in a 
day when the buccaneers of fi- 
nance made money hand over fist, 
when labor and materials were 
cheap, wages low and the world 
living in the backwash of Victo- 
ria’s peaceful reign.

HE New York Yacht Club, 

Alpha and Omega of yachting 

in America, says that no large 
yacht, such as the Hi-Esmaro and 
the Corsair, has been built or com- 
missioned in the last decade. 

“Those days are gone forever,” 
one of the club officers said brisk- 
ly. “Such big yachts represented 
an era no one in his right mind 
really regrets. My generation and 
my contemporaries can neither af- 
ford such yachts nor want the re- 
sponsibilities they entail. Give me 
a 60-foot motor-sailer and a crew 
of two, and I'll have a lot more 
fun than my father had with a 
285-footer and a crew of 60.” 

The ‘most popular yacht sold to- 
day, the club says, is the motor- 
Sailer ranging in length from 50 
to 75 feet and requiring a crew of

two to four men at the very most. 
The owner and his guests expect 
to help man the boat. That’s the 
fun of owning such a craft that 


sails in fine weather yet is 
equipped with motors if the breeze 
fails. 


Among the large yachts acquired 
since the beginning of the interna- 
tional emergency by the United 
States Government are Harold 
Stirling Vanderbilt’s Vara, Nor- 
man B. Woolworth’s Noparo (now 
the U. S. S. Augustine), Frederick 
H. Prince’s Lone Star, with its 
striking clipper bow; Max C. 
Fleischmann’s Haida, Irving T. 
Bush's Coronet, Col. Edward A. 
Deeds’ Lotosland, and Frederick J. 
Fisher’s Nakhoda. 

Once more Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Sr., a Brigadier General in the 
United States army? has turned his’ 
fast yacht, Winchester, which saw 
service in the last war, over to the 
United States navy. It is strictly 
in step with the times that the 


‘General has given his yacht away 


and sold his baronial Fifth avenue 
mansion, so long the social center 
of New York.

Before the American, Canadian 
and British Governments entered 
the market, it had actually been 
impossible for 10 years to give 
away a large yacht.

New Weapon 


In Insect War 


By Logan Clendening,

¥ old friend, Dr, Adrian Gibbs, 
M has been very much interested 

in the reports in the scientific 
journals concerning the, latest 
weapons in the war on insects. 
What particularly delighted him 
was the investigation which 
seemed to indicate that the insects 
have developed an immunity to 
chemical insecticides. 

“We can no longer kill them with 
bug powder,” chuckled the doctor. 
“Wonderful little creatures—repre- 
sentatives of the elan vital—the 
eternal boiling of new life. When 
an ant army gets wiped out, they 
don’t publish any newspapers, or 
make radio speeches, they simply 
get to work and produce a new 
army, all fully trained the minute 
they are born.” 

Dr. Gibbs has never fully sub- 
scribed to the idea prevalent in 
baccalaureate sermons and com- 
mencement addresses that this is 
the age of man; he thinks it is a 
toss-up whether this will be known 
as the age of man or the age of 
insects. He is inclined to believe 
that the nervous ganglia of the in- 
sects, although they are not exact- 
ly brains, are better than brains. 
Of course, there is a medical ques- 
tion involved, because the insects 
are doing everything they can to 
interfere with food production for 
man; also to convey disease to man 
and annoy him in other ways, 

In the world war of insects ver- 


sus man, scientists have now turned 


from chemical warfare to bacte- 
rial warfare, and on many fronts 


at has been found that certain bac- 


teria will kill off invading insects 
deleterious to vegetation. 
x *« * 

AN EXAMPLE of this is the 
work of the Department of Agri- 
culture with the germ which kills 
off the grubs.of the Japanese bee- 
tle. The Japanese beetle was 
brought from Japan on a shipment 
of ornamental shrubs in 1916 to 
found in the United States, a far 
better field for its activities than 
in Japan because the grub of the 
Jap beetle has to grow in untilled 
soil and there is scarcely a square 

The United States Agricultural 
experts worked on sprays, pow- 
ders, and quarantine methods to 
check the bettle’s spread, but in 
spite of these methods the beetle 
has implanted itself all along the 
Atlantic seashore from Chesa- 
peake Bay to Long Island Sound. 
Now, having called in a germ, it is 
possible the Jap beetle menace in 
the United States will be wiped 
out, 

Perhaps we will find lethal 
germs also for bedbugs, fleas, lice, 
woodticks, mosquitoes and flies, 
and others of our enemies, but not 
until this war is over. The world 
is too busy fighting men to have 
time for the battle of insects.

Answer: Laundry starch has 
the same nutritional quality as 
other starch. The only harm I can 
see in it is that it debauches the 
taste.

Care of 


the Hair

NY long or brief acute illness, 
A °: emotioral shock, will cause 
#*the hair to fall out alarmingly. 
Therefore the woman who experi- 
ences an illness or shock should, 
upon recovery, give her head spe- 
cial pampering. 

If one can afford it, it is best 
to buy a series of professional 
salon treatments providing the 
home-town beauty parlor is capa- 
ble of giving a professional scalp 
treatment. Some are not, I am sad 
to report, and rather than have 
the scalp harmed by inexperienced 
hands, a woman should give her- 
self the treatments or ask a friend 
to help her. 

The primary step is the selec- 
tion of a reputable scalp pomade, 
special conditioning tonic, a re- 
conditioning oil and a good liquid 
shampoo. A convalescent must 
bear in mind that her hair is as 
tired as her body. It has little 
vitality soit deserves the best aids 
one can purchase. There are per- 
haps no more than a dozen very 
reliable lines of scalp products on 
the market. I personally have in- 
vestigatéd and approved no more 
than nine. So it pays to take a 
little pains in buying the aids you 
use on your scalp. 


A treatment goes as follows: 
When your head is ready for a 
washing, part the hair and anoint 
the scalp completely with the 
salve, ointment or pomade you 
have bought. For 10 minutes or 
longer, massage the scalp with the 
fingers. Then heat the recondi- 
tioning oil, apply it with fresh 
pieces of cotton to scalp and hair 
length. If you have a sun lamp 
sit under it for 10 minute (pro- 
viding it is not one which limits 
the time to fewer minutes for 
safety), and if you have no lamp 
then wrap your head in small bath 
towels which have been saturated 
with the hottest of water and 
wrung out. Thus you get a steam- 
ing. (The salon steamers are ex- 
cellent but the hot towels are a 
good substitute.) 
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After a very thorough washing 
with two soapings of liquid sham- 
poo and several clear water rins- 
ings, dry your hair with a towel 
and by the heat of your hands 
unless you can sit beneath the sun 
lamp again or in the sunshine. 
However if you do sit beneath the 
lamp or sun you must keep part- 
ing and combing the haif.so no 
part of it will get too concentrated 
heat. 

When the scalp is dry as can 
be, the hair is again parted and 
the scalp anointed with the condi- 
tioning tonic. Such a tonic is not 
greasy and one soon learns to 
limit the amount of daily applica- 
tion so the hair is kept soft and 
manageable without becoming 
heavy or sticky. Do not let any 
day go by without brushing the 
hair well for 10 minutes with a 
brush that has been sterilized. Do 
not use the brush two days with- 
out washing it during this recon- 
ditioning period. 

Such a treatment should be 
given every 10 days or every two 
weeks for a _ period of three 
months. And’ do not sigh when 
I say “three months” — it takes 
that loa’g for your entire body to
